Bridgend turns blue 
after 30 years 


THE exit polls 
predicted it and 
they were right. 

Bridgend has its 
first Conservative MP 
since 1983, providing 
a huge blow to Labour, 
who knew it would 
be tight but thought 
they had the edge. 

The turnout for 
the constituency 
was 66.89% with 
42,341 votes being cast. 

Labour’s Madeleine 
Moon, who has been 
Bridgend’s MP for 
14 years, said she was 
deeply disappointed. 

“This was not just 
somewhere that was 
my constituency, 
this is my home. 

“It’s where I’ve served 
as a councillor and an MP 
for well over 30 years. 

“This place really 
matters to me. 

“It now has a 
Conservative MP and 
people will have to hold 
him to account for the 
austerity and the cuts 
that we are experienc¬ 
ing now, and that with 
a harsh Brexit we are 
going to experience 
again in the future. 

“But it has been an 
absolute delight work¬ 
ing for and serving this 
community but it’s come 
to an end so I’m going 
to go off and enjoy 
being a grandmother.” 

She said it was up 
to Dr Wallis to prove 
that he could protect the 
constituency, saying he 
would find the transition 
to Westminster tough. 

She said: “He’s 
got three years on a 
parish council. He will 
find Westminster a 
totally tough and dif¬ 
ferent place to operate. 

“What worries me for 
Bridgend is that while 
you learn the job you 
become whips’ fodder - 
you vote the way you are 
told because you don’t 
know any different, so 
he has to prove himself. 

“People will be able 
to hold him to account 
because policies are 
going to come from the 
Conservative Party.” 

She said, having 
seen the exit polls, the 


result had not come as a great shock. 

She lost to Dr Wallis by more 
than 1,000 votes, having previously 
had a majority of over 4,000 votes. 

In his acceptance speech. Dr 
Wallis paid tribute to Mrs Moon 
and thanked her for what she 
had done over the last 14 years. 

He said: “I will endeav¬ 
our to deserve the votes that 
have been cast here today.” 

Speaking after the announcement 
of his historic win, he said: “I’m 
delighted to have won - it’s been 
an amazing campaign, I can’t thank 
the volunteers and members enough. 
I’ve had a lot of support behind me. 

“It was always about try¬ 
ing to win voters who had never 
voted Conservative before, 
that’s where the challenge was. 

“I think we did very well reaching 
out to people we never had before. 

“What I want to do for Bridgend 
now is to keep doing that. 


“We need to keep focusing 
on winning around people that 
perhaps have historically voted 
Labour or for another party. 

“We need to work hard for them. 

“I want to be an active MP 
who campaigns on local issues 
and who spends as much time as 
possible in the constituency and 
I want to do my bit for Bridgend 
and Porthcawl and try to make it an 
even better place to live and work.” 

Jamie Wallis won the elec¬ 
tion with 18,193 votes while 
Madeleine Moon received 17,036. 

In third place came the Liberal 
Democrat Jonathan Pratt with 
2,368 and fourth was Leanne 
Lewis of Plaid Cymru with 2,013. 

The Brexit Party’s Robert 
Morgan came fifth with 1,811 votes 
and Alex Harris from the Green 
Party came sixth with 815 votes.

Barry 
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A rail line to 
Cowbridge would be 
too expensive 

I read Mr Langford’s letter (The GEM, December 
12) with some interest, and whilst I applaud the 
sentiment, the suggestion that the ‘Barry to Cow¬ 
bridge’ line could be revived is not practicable for 
two major reasons. 

Firstly, as far as I’m aware there never was a 
Barry to Cowbridge line. There was an Aberthaw to 
Llantrisant line that passed through Cowbridge, but 
that had no connection to the line from Barry other 
than shanks’ pony. 

The Aberthaw to Llantrisant line started at 
Aberthaw Low Level, and the Barry to Bridgend 
line went through Aberthaw High Level. 

Given the considerable difference in elevation 
between the two, it was not feasible to physically 
connect the two lines, and that would still be the 
issue today. 

At the Aberthaw end the route of the Cowbridge 
line runs straight through the cement works, and then 
crosses the new road at Old Mill where the bridge 
has been demolished. The only way to connect Barry 
to Cowbridge seamlessly by rail would be to build 
a completely new section to connect the two routes. 

The Ordsall Chord, a similar 300 metre long 
scheme connecting two lines in Manchester, recently 
cost £85 million! 

Secondly, even though sections of the route are 
still discernible on Google Earth today, the land is no 
longer in public ownership and most of the stations, 
including Cowbridge, have since been developed for 
other uses. 

So the route would be of little or no use as a 
link between Barry and Cowbridge without huge 
expenditure on track and infrastructure. 

I agree that more stations along the route between 
Barry and Bridgend would be of significant value 
to the area, but alas that is also no longer a feasible 
option. 

The Gileston halt (which was not on the Aberthaw 
to Cowbridge route) is now part of someone’s gar¬ 
den. Disused station sites have been taken over for 
other purposes along the entire route, and the cost of 
reacquiring suitable sites would probably be prohibi¬ 
tive. Finally, could I just add a note of sympathy for 
the much maligned Dr Beeching? 

Although he was the author of the report recom¬ 
mending the rail closures, in reality he was only dan¬ 
cing to Ernest Marples’ tune. The latter, as Minister 
of Transport, promoted the rise of car ownership as 
a personal freedom to choose how to travel, meaning 
that a better road system was needed, and so along 
came motorways.

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BAD Bikes gets cash boost to 
help more youngsters 


MORE youngsters 
from across the 
Ogmore Valley are 
set to benefit from 
additional support 
and activities after 
a £10,000 funding 
boost has been given 
to a local charity. 

BAD Bikes (Blackmill 
and District), which was 
established as a commu¬ 
nity initiative in 2004, 
regularly interacts with 
more than 120 children 
and young people from 
across the Ogmore 
Valley to provide 
them with youth work 
sessions, activities and 
issues-based workshops. 
Thanks to funding from 
local energy company. 
Pennant Walters, they 
will be able to put 
on additional activi- 
ties-based community art 
and display projects. 

The bulk of the 
funding will go towards 
running costs for the 
activities, allowing the 
charity to fund materials 
and resources to deliver 
sessions. The sessions 
aim to build long-term 
trusting relationships, 
explore issues and 
identify the needs of 
children and young peo¬ 
ple. They will regularly 
produce art which will be 


proudly displayed across 
communities including 
Blackmill, Pantyrawel 
and Lewistown in order 
to build up ownership 
of their area and help 
portray young people in 
a positive light. 

The ward of Blackmill 
is a disadvantaged area 
which is ranked in the 
top 10% most deprived 
areas in Wales, accord¬ 
ing to the Welsh Index 
of Multiple Deprivation 
2014, with 38% of chil¬ 
dren and young people 
from this area living 
in poverty, compared 
with the 27% national 
average. 

Andy McKay, Project 
Co-ordinator at BAD 
Bikes explains: “As an 
organisation we are try¬ 
ing our utmost to help 
more and more people 
locally, who, for one rea¬ 
son or another, are fight¬ 
ing to overcome issues 
and improve their lives. 
Through BAD Bikes, we 
are positively impacting 
the lives of talented 
youngsters, who just 
need a bit of help finding 
themselves and nurturing 
the talents that haven’t 
yet been uncovered. 

“To receive this 
money is simply won¬ 
derful. Without support 
from companies like 
Pennant Walters and 



other fundraisers, we wouldn’t be able to support 
the growing needs of the disadvantaged youngsters 
living locally in the Ogmore Valley. On behalf of 
everyone who uses our services, I would like to 
thank them for their support in helping us deliver 
our programme, enabling local youngsters to have a 
more positive outlook.” 

The money from Pennant Walters was provided 
from a fund linked to the construction of the new 
Pant y Wal Wind Extension Farm adjacent to Ogwr 
Valley. BAD Bikes is a Children in Need funded 
project and has successfully matched the Pennant 
Walters funding with the Awards for All Big Lottery 


fund. 

BAD Bikes works to help people across the 
Ogmore Valley and offers support and advice on a 
daily basis. Sessions run from 4.30pm and include 
a variety of workshops based on the arts, with addi¬ 
tional free bingo and film nights. BAD bikes also 
run consultations with children and young people 
in order for the organisation to work efficiently to 
the benefit of our stakeholders. There are evening 
sessions for younger people from their base at 11 
Pentre Belli Terrace in Lewistown, with additional 
activities and sessions held in a variety of settings 
across the ward of Blackmill.

Views sought on the future 
of post-16 education 


Town clerk on the move after 
a decade in post 


BRIDGEND County 
Borough Council (BCBC) 
is asking local residents 
what they think about 
proposals that will change 
how post-16 education is 
provided in future. 

Phase four of the authority’s 
ongoing post-16 educational 
review outlines a number of 
potential options which range 
from elosing and merging some 
sixth forms to creating new ones 
in locations such as Bridgend 
town eentre and the Peneoed 
eampus of Bridgend College. 

With many sixth forms in the 
eounty borough proving to be 
too small to remain finaneially 
viable resulting in a limited range 
of available subjects, the latest 
proposals take into aeeount feed- 
baek from previous stages of the 
review. 

The eouncil wants to ehange 
this by creating eentres with a 
minimum eapaeity of 250 stu¬ 
dents whieh will ensure there 
are enough learners to provide a 
broad eurrieulum while enabling 
minority subjeets such as modem 
languages to be proteeted and 


using resourees more effieiently. 

Three options have been 
developed: 

• Mixing school sixth forms 
with some mergers to ereate new 
loeal authority-maintained sixth 
form eentres, ineluding a new 
post-16 centre of excellence. 

• Mixing sixth forms with some 
mergers to ereate new further-ed¬ 
ucation-college governed sixth 
form eentres, ineluding a new- 
build college in the town centre. 

• Retaining sixth forms at all 
sehools with further development 
to improve this option’s deliv¬ 
ery, sueh as greater use of online 
learning. 

The proposals include separate 
arrangements for Welsh-medium 
and faith edueation. 

Cllr Charles Smith, Cabinet 
Member for Edueation and 
Regeneration, said: “Sixth forms 
at both Portheawl Comprehensive 
and Bryntirion Comprehensive 
are expected to reaeh the 250 
student benehmark over the next 
10 years, but all other sehool sixth 
forms are well below this figure. 

“This situation is limiting 
resourees and the availability of 


some subjects, meaning that in 
eertain cases students are having 
to travel between different sehools 
in order to study their preferred 
options. BCBC has a proud traek 
record of investing in local educa¬ 
tion, and we want all students to 
have the very best opportunities. 

“Given the financial pressures 
faced by the loeal authority, 
seeondary schools and Bridgend 
College, we need to work in close 
partnership to ensure that our 
resources are used as effeetively 
as possible. 

“The proposals for how we 
ean do this are bold and creative, 
and I hope that people will make 
full use of this opportunity to 
have their say and help shape our 
plans for how post-16 education is 
delivered in future.” 

A series of eonsultation work¬ 
shops will take place in the New 
Year before the consultation 
closes on February 21, 2020.

Overhaul of mobile 
library service 
revealed 


THE mobile library service 
across the county borough of 
Bridgend is to be overhauled 
so that more vulnerable, 
isolated and housebound peo¬ 
ple can benefit from books 
brought directly to their door. 

From December 16, the existing 
mobile and Booklink vehicles will 
come off the road to prepare the 
routes. A new Books on Wheels 
service, with additional stops to peo¬ 
ple confined to their homes, will be 
launched from Monday, January 6. 

Richard Hughes of Awen Cultural 
Trust, which manages the library 
service on behalf of Bridgend County 
Borough Council, said: “The Booklink 
service for the housebound is greatly 
valued by our communities, with our 
friendly and helpful staff visiting 
hundreds of homes a month to deliver 
books, audiobooks and DVDs. But we 
want to offer this service to even more 
people who would otherwise face 
difihculty accessing library services. 

“A significant number of our 
mobile library users visit their branch 
libraries as well, so it makes opera¬ 
tional sense to remove our ageing van 
from the road and invest in a service 
which will reach those who may have 
independence and mobility issues and 
often feel isolated. 

“We are delighted to be working 
in partnership with Bridgend County 
Borough Council to develop a flexible 
approach to the delivery of mobile 
library services, which maintains 


support for vulnerable groups but 
also expands the reach of the service 
by working with health visitors and 
young families, schools, care homes, 
day centres, childcare settings and 
hospitals.” 

Staff from Awen Libraries are 
engaging with the mobile library users 
affected by these changes: those who 
can will be encouraged to visit their 
local branch, while those who need 
to have books brought to them will be 
able to access the Books on Wheels 
service. 

The Books on Wheels vehicle will 
continue to carry a deliver a stock of 
popular authors and also large print 
books for visually impaired people. 
Other books can be requested for 
delivery as part of the flve-week cycle. 

Richard Hughes added: “We are 
grateful to those who have supported 
the mobile library service and will 
continue to monitor the impact of 
these changes on our users. We 
are confident that by adapting and 
enhancing the way we deliver this 
service to meet the needs of an ageing 
population, we will help safeguard 
this provision for the future.” 

Cllr Dhanisha Patel, Cabinet 
Member for Wellbeing and Future 
Generations, said: “This is excellent 
news for people who may be unable 
to visit their local library. As well as 
being highly popular, I am sure that 
the Books on Wheels service will 
help people to avoid being socially 
excluded.”

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Secret chats, lies and codewords: How Gavin 
& Stacey cast kept show’s return under-wraps 


A MILITARY style operation was 
launched by the cast of Gavin & Stacey to 
make sure nobody found out details of the 
upcoming Christmas special. 

Some went to great lengths to ensure the big 
reunion projeet was kept under-wraps, with seeret 
group chats set up and a few fibs told. 

Ruth Jones, who writes and stars in the show, 
even used her niece - who also didn’t know a 
thing about the festive instalment - as a decoy on a 
reconnaissance trip to Barry. 

She revealed she took the nine-year-old to the 
seaside resort to use as a cover story in case people 
spotted her and started getting suspicious. 

Jones was actually in Barry to find out if the 
owner of the house used by Gwen in the show would 
be willing to let the cameras back in once again. 

She admitted she felt “ashamed” about using her 
niece, but insisted it was an essential move. 

The former Porthcawl Comprehensive student 
said: “When I have been back to Barry, sometimes 
there are people who are taking photos of the outside 
of the house and, if they see me, they sometimes 
want to take photos.

Luey Jones, the

Final nail in the coffin for 
drugs gang

TWO of the last known members of a 
drugs gang have been jailed following a 
year-long investigation by police. 

Gang leader Yousef Woolcock, whose group sold 
crack cocaine and heroin across Rhondda Cynon Taf 
and Merthyr Tydfil, was put behind bars for 17-and- 
a-half years on December 11. 

The 36-year-old man, from Pendine Close in 
Barry, was sentenced at Cardiff Crown Court along¬ 
side Kevin Skinner, descried as one of the gang’s 
runners. 

Skinner was jailed for five-and-a-half years. 

They are the last known members of the Barry- 
based drugs gang to be jailed - one by one, they have 
been sentenced over the past 12 months following a 
protracted police investigation. 

Operation Blue Pearl was launched after police 
received information that drugs were being trans¬ 
ported from Barry to the south wales valleys, via 
Bridgend and Gilfach Goch. 

A pre-planned vehicle stop in August, 2018, gave 
officers their significant breakthrough when during 
the arrest of Saed Saeed and Fouad Cilmi, as they 
travelled through Beddau with heroin and crack 
cocaine, officers seized a mobile phone which was 
being used by the gang to orchestrate drug deals. 


Saeed and Cilmi were both jailed in December, 
2018. 

The drugs operation slowly unravelled as police 
managed to piece together the gang’s activities using 
digital forensic techniques including phone data and 
CCTV. 

In January, 2019, Dean Jenkins was arrested at his 
home in Tonyrefail and a search of his home led to 
the seizure of £30,000 worth of cocaine. 

His house was being used as stash house where 
cocaine was being ‘washed’ and turned it into the 
highly addictive crack cocaine. 

Jenkins was jailed in April, 2019, for 
four-and-a-half-years. 

Leigh Welch and Damien Robson were both 
caught dealing heroin in Rhydyfelin in February, 
2019. 

Welch, of Elmwood Court, Roath, Cardiff, was 
jailed for five years and seven months in June, 
2019, and Damien Robson was recently jailed for 
three- and-a-half-years. 

Yousef Woolcock was arrested five months later, 
in July, 2019, after extensive CCTV inquiries cap¬ 
tured him, topping up a known drugs phone in a 
Barry shop. 

Thousands of pounds worth of heroin was seized 
when police raided his home in Fordd Penrhyn. 


Kevin Skinner was also arrested the same day. 

During the whole operation which lasted for 
12 months, £64,000 worth of class A drugs, over 
£12,000 in cash, and weapons including knives, 
lasers, and hammers were seized by officers. 

Detective Sergeant Tim Jones, said: “Today we 
jailed the remaining two members of the Barry Line 
drugs gang which we had been monitoring since 
August 2018. 

“Yousef Woolcock headed-up a significant drugs 
supply operation and sold many thousands of pounds 
worth of class A drugs - a minimum of 18 kilo¬ 
grammes of heroin. 

“Everybody can be sure of the damage that his 
drugs have caused members of the community, their 
families and loved ones. The weapons seized during 
this whole operation is also clear evidence that his 
activities come hand in hand with violence. 

He added: “In dismantling this operation we have 
taken many thousands of pounds worth of drugs off 
the streets, but other dealers will be waiting to move 
in. Only with the communities help and support can 
we tackle drug dealing and prevent the violence that 
comes with it.”

Residents set to fork out more than £5m 
on unwanted presents this Christmas

research shows residents in Bridgend will waste 
up to £5.4ni on Christmas gifts they suspect their 
loved ones won’t event like. 

The shocking statistics came to light as part of research 
recently carried out by Macmillan Cancer Support.

South Wales Police call on 
public to sign up for 
counter-terroism course 


AN award-winning counter terrorism 
training course is being made available 
to the public for the first time and South 
Wales Police want residents to sign up 
and help protect the UK. 

Devised by counter terrorism officers and security 
experts, the ACT (Action Counters Terrorism) 
Awareness eLearning package was previously only 
available to staff working in crowded places like 
shopping centres and entertainment venues. 

Now Counter Terrorism Policing has decided to 
open up the training to anyone who wants to become 
a CT Citizen, so they can learn how to spot the signs 
of suspicious behaviour and understand what to do 
in the event of a major incident. 

The programme was originally devised in part¬ 
nership with Marks and Spencer - and participants 
needed to be signed up by their employers. 

The online learning is available free of charge to 
anyone who wants to take part. 

The decision to offer the training to the public 
was not made in response to the recent attack in 
London. 

However, the tragic events which took place 
recently, when two people lost their lives to 


terrorism, were a stark reminder of the ongoing 
threat and the need for vigilance. 

“ACT Awareness eLearning is especially useful 
for anyone working in or regularly visiting crowded 
places,” says Detective Superintendent Noel Harris, 
head of the Wales Extremism and Counter Terrorism 
Unit (WECTU). 

“We developed each stage alongside industry 
experts and to date over one and a half million 
modules have been completed. The course has been 
so popular, with nine out of 10 users saying they 
would recommend it, we want to open it up to as 
many people as possible. 

“The threat level remains at Substantial - mean¬ 
ing an attack is likely - so giving everyone the 
chance to be extra eyes and ears for police and local 
security teams help to keep all communities across 
south Wales force area safe. The festive period is 
obviously a very busy one, so this is a good time to 
join up and become a CT Citizen.” 

ACT Awareness is made up of seven modules 
that take a few minutes each to complete. 

Participantscan pause and re-join at any time. 

In total it takes just 45 minutes - so less than an 
hour of your time could help to prevent an attack or 
help save lives if one was to happen.

New scheme to 


protect abuse victims 
comes into force 


A NEW, simplified 
way of working to 
protect adults and 
children at risk of 
neglect or abuse is 
now in effect in two 
parts of Wales. 

Both Cardiff and 
the Vale and Gwent 
Regional Safeguarding 
Boards last week for¬ 
mally adopted the new 
Wales Safeguarding 
Procedures. 

As a result, thousands 
of practitioners working 
with adults and children 
in these areas - such as 
teachers, nurses, social 
workers and volunteers 


- are now working to the 
same guidelines. 

Lance Carver, Director 
of Social Services at 
the Vale Council and 
co-chair of the Cardiff 
and the Vale Regional 
Safeguarding Board 
said: “The adoption of 
the Wales Safeguarding 
Procedures by the first 
two regional safeguard¬ 
ing boards represents a 
significant milestone in 
improving how we all 
work together to better 
protect those at risk or 
harm or neglect. 

“Anyone can view 
the procedures online or 
download the app. This 
is important, as it means 


that everybody working 
with adults or children 
will always be able to 
find out quickly and 
easily what to do if they 
suspect an individual is 
at risk. We believe this 
will have a significant 
impact on how and 
when potential incidents 
of harm or neglect are 
reported.” 

Wales became the 
first part of the UK to 
introduce a single set 
of digital safeguarding 
guidelines when the 
Wales Safeguarding 
Procedures were 
launched in November. 
The procedures set out 
for anyone working with

children or adults what to 
do if they suspect an indi¬ 
vidual is experiencing, or 
at risk of, abuse, neglect 
or other kinds of harm.

They are avail¬ 
able to everyone online, 
either via the dedicated 
Wales Safeguarding 
Procedures website or a 
mobile app. 

Claire Marchant, 
Cardiff Council Director 
of Social Services and 
co-chair of the Cardiff 
and the Vale Regional 
Safeguarding Board, 
said: “Safeguarding is 
everyone’s business 
and it is vital that the 
guidance contained in 
the procedures is seen 
by all those working 
with adults and children, 
whatever job they are in.

Rubik’s Cube, 1980 

Part of the furniture

Festive season can be less 
than perfect for some 


A MENTAL health charity 
has joined up with Twitter 
to encourage users to have 
open conversations about 
the pressures of Christmas. 

Calm (Campaign Against 
Living Miserably) is hoping that 
the online discussions will show 
that Christmas is not always ‘the 
most wonderful time of the year’ 
for everyone. 

Using the hashtag #YuleSlog, 
eelebrities ineluding Made In 
Chelsea’s Louise Thompson and 
actress Vicky McClure are sharing 
posts showing how the festive 
period can be less than perfeet. 

It comes as a survey showed 
almost half of Twitter users felt 
anxious over pressure to have fun, 
lonely or left out of social events 
over Christmas. 

While the period is typically 
associated with joyfulness and 
giving, people also can come 
under pressure to have a ‘perfeet’ 
Christmas, experienee family 


struggles and feel nostalgia for 
past Christmases. 

These feelings can be exacer¬ 
bated by social media posts of 
seemingly perfeet get-togethers. 

Line of Duty star McClure 
tweeted: “The pressure to have an 
amazing Christmas, we all want 
it to go smoothly, it never does! 
So whatever you see on people’s 
soeial media this Christmas, 
that ‘perfeetion’ is never a true 
reflection”. 

The charity has created the 
acronym Noel to give people tips 
on how to eope: they say ‘No, 
Open up. Enjoy what you ean, and 
Look forward’. 

Simon Gunning, chief exec¬ 
utive of the Campaign Against 
Living Miserably (Calm), said: 
“The festive period can be a dif¬ 
ficult time for lots of people, with 
49% of Twitter users saying they 
felt pressured to have fun during 
the festive period. 

In partnering with Twitter for 
the #YuleSlog eampaign we want 


to acknowledge this and let people 
know that Calm understands. 

“Spreading a message of reality 
and positivity can be empowering 
for those struggling through this 
period and with this partnership 
we aim to celebrate the power of 
eonnection and communieation, 
something we see through our 
free and anonymous helpline and 
webehat, whieh are open from 
5pm-midnight every day across 
Christmas.”

Water, water 
everywhere as Penarth

TWO contrasting walks 
from Penarth and District 
Ramblers heralded 
the same problems in 
the shape of water and 
lots of mud following 
recent heavy rainfall. 

Robin and his group of 
seven walkers set off in sun¬ 
shine from Lower Redbrook in 
Monmouthshire, heading uphill 
on a muddy path through Forge 
Wood, before making their 
way to All Saints Church at 
Newland for their morning break. 

Then, it was on past the 
Ostrich Inn and through a series 
of ploughed and muddy fields to 
join Offa’s Dyke Path to reach 
the Kymin, where they visited 
The Naval Temple and the 
Roundhouse. Following luneh 
overlooking Monmouth, a descent 
on a slippery track through 
woodland brought them to the 
Wye Bridge, where they joined 
the Wye Valley Walk along the 
riverbank beside the swollen river 
for the journey back to their start. 

William and his companions 
headed out from the ruined Barry 


Castle and, deseending the Golden 
Stairs, were faced with floods in 
Porthkerry Country Park, before 
clambering up a slippery path to 
the Bulwarks Iron Age hillfort. 

Making their way through 
Porthkerry Leisure Park onto the 
clifftop at Rhoose Point and past 
the the old flooded limestone 
quarries, they tramped to the old 
village pump in Rhoose village 
for their morning break. They 
headed for Kenson Hill, across 
the stone river bridge, followed 
by a diffieult muddy journey 
through the Nant Carfan Valley. 
Cleaning their boots in the ford 
at Llancarfan, they visited St 
Cadoe’s Chureh to admire the 
medieval wall paintings, and then 
set out for Penmark.

Wales Police head 
of the rural Vale, 
Chief Inspector Tony 
Williams is offering 
seasonal good wishes 
- and good advice: 

“As we move towards 
the end of a very busy year, 
I would like to provide 
you with crime prevention 
advice to keep you safe 
over this festive period. 

“Motorists in Cowbridge 
and the wider Vale area are 
being urged to ensure their 
vehicles are kept secure, 
with all valuables removed, 
following a number of 
thefts in recent weeks. 

“The area has seen a 
spike in auto-crime, with 
five cars broken in to within 
the last week alone. A fur¬ 
ther five incidents were also 
reported during November. 

“The vast majority of 
vehicles were left insecure, 
and while many of the 
thefts happened overnight, 
officers are reminding vehi¬ 
cle owners to be vigilant at 
all times. 

“While people should 
be able to leave property 
in their cars and vans, or 


leave their car unlocked for 
a brief moment, it is a sad 
fact that it is simply not safe 
to do so. 

“If you are going away 
at Christmas time, please 
secure your home by lock¬ 
ing all the doors, windows 
and gates. Also, set timer 
lights and ask a neighbour 
or relative to keep an eye on 
your property. 

“When you are out and 
about doing your Christmas 
shopping, make sure your 
purse and wallet are secure 
and away from pick-pock¬ 
ets and don’t leave your 
new Christmas gifts on 
display in parked vehicles. 

“After Christmas day, 
don’t leave empty pack¬ 
aging of expensive items 
outside or on show because 
this could advertise to 
potential burglars what’s in 
your home. 

“If you are going out 
for the evening, ensure to 
plan your route in advance, 
carry a charged mobile 
phone and cash and tell 
someone where you are 
going and when you are 
due back. Whilst you are 
out, be vigilant by drinking 
sensibly, don’t leave your 
glass unattended and make 
sure you know what you are 


drinking. 

“There have been cases 
across the country where 
people have had their car 
stolen because they have 
left it unattended whilst it is 
defrosting with the engine 
running and the keys in the 
ignition. Don’t give thieves 
an easy getaway! 

“As always, officers will 
be carrying out the national 
Anti-Drink/Drug Drive 
Campaign which starts on 
December 18. The public 
are reminded about the 
dangers and risks of drink/ 
drug driving. 

“We would advise driv¬ 
ers to not even have one 
drink if you are driving, as 
this is the only safe option.

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Bevan’s cool drop goal 
gives Ath a last gasp win

A final play collector’s 
piece drop goal from

Amm anford failed to halt 
the final play of the half - a 
driving maul resulting in No 8 
Ben Davies crossing the white¬ 
wash. Bevan converted for an 
Athletic 17-0 half time lead. 

In their last away game at 
Waunarlwydd, the Athletic held 
the same half time lead. Fate 
was to repeat itself with the 
Athletic digging deep and hav¬ 
ing to hang on for victory. The 
home side, boosted by some 
Llandovery permit players, 
took the game to the Athletic 
with lively forward and back 
play resulting in a try for full 
back Cerin Rees, converted by 
outside half Ryan Williams.

The next game for the Athletic 
is at home on December 28 to 
Kenfig Hill, who three months 
ago replicated today’s Athletic 
final play win, inflicting the 
only Athletic loss this season 
by 21-19.It is hoped a bumper 
seasonal crowd turn up at 
Newbridge Fields to see if 
the Athletic can stretch their 
undefeated run to nine games.
